LENIENCY IN THE PAST 



Disappearance of Numerous Vol- 
umes, Some of Them Valuable, 
Led to Drastic Measure. 



Since the opening of college about a 
week and a half ago, many students 
of the senior years have been some- 
what disconcerted when on their way 
to pass through the well-known trap- 
door which leads into the general 
stack of the Redpath Library, they 
have been met with the request for a 
permit or pass from Mr. C. H. Gould 
the librarian; which, of course, they 
did not have in their possession. 

Hitherto it has been allowable for 
members or the Third nnd Fourth 
years in Arts to go Into the stacks 
whenever they pleased, but owing to a 
lamentable condition of thlugj, which 
has been steadily growing worse the 
Committee of the Library have decid- 
ed to refuse admittance to all stu- 
dents:— with some reservations. 

In addition to the teaching staff, 
who as a matter of course have ad- 
mittance always, the librarian may ad- 
mit to the stack students who are en- 
gaged in writing theses, and on the 
recommendation of a Professor, Honor 
Students of the Third and Fourth 
Years. Furthermore, in order that 
this latter rule, may not for various 
reasons, give hardship to exceptional 
cases, Mr. Gould the Librarian, has 
discretionary powers, which may be 
used as a final décision either to re- 
fuse or accept the admission of a stu- 
dent. 

Ilonks Have Disappeared. 

The reason for this apparently very 
drastic and bolt-from-tue-blue like 
like measure, which of course will af- 
fect a very large majority of those 
who enjoyed an hour of browsing In 
the stack, is, as it has ever been, to be 
found In the conduct of a few who In 
the most, selfish, not to say dishonest, 
way, have abused their privileges, by 
taking out books without registering 
at the desk, and have neglected to re- 
turn them. Whether this drainago of 
books, In many cases valuable ones, 
has been due to carelessness or worse, 
matters little; but the individuals who 
have brought about this precautionary 
measure, (and all will agree, with its 
essential justice) have effectually 
done a great, deal of harm to their 
alma mater. 

In an interview accorded a repre- 
sentative of the McGlll Dally yester- 
day, the Librarian expressed the re- 
luctance with which he and the com- 
mittee had arrived at this resolution. 
But it must not be thought that it had 
been passed without, much thought; 
perhaps too much thought. Six or 
eight, yenrs ago, Mr. Gould said, the 
main entrance of the law stack had 
been closed and law students were al- 
lowed to go to their special stack- 
through the trap-door which leads to 
the general stack room. Owing to the 
disappearance of books which has 
since-become very serious, It has been 
decided as seen above, to discontinue 
the general admittance to the stack. 

Great Liberty Here. 

The Peter Redpath Library, said Mr. 
Gould has always been, almost too 
easily accessible to McGill students. 
Perhaps nowhere In America is there 
a University Library which accords I 
such absolute freedom to Its members. 
Certainly not in England or Europe Is 
there any such liberty. The Librarian 
recalled an experience of his own at 
the University of Heidlcberg, at a 
time when our present enemies had 
not. expressed any hostility, in hymns 
or elsewhere, when he himself had to 
give 24 hours notice before he could 
gain attendance to see a particular 
hook. 

Th whole episode is of the most un- 
pleasant kind, but the authorities at 
the Library hardly think that the 
novae res will seriously affect the 
body of students who can get any book 
they wish by asking for it. One par- 
ticular application is of interest. Ad- 
mittance may be granted for a day or 
an afternoon for example, to students 
desiring to refer to a f scries of books 
of one set. This permission will not 
be granted permanently.

A Demonstration Given of Steel 
Made by Electricity — Some

in the Chemistry Building last night 
was "The Manufacture of Electric Fur- 
nace Steel in Canada." Dr. Alfred 
Stansfield, president of the associa- 
tion, called the meeting to order at 
8.25 p.m., and Mr. Werner read the 
minutes of the last meeting, which wns 
held in December, 1014. These min- 
utes were duly approved, and the 
meeting proceeded with a few opening 
remarks by Dr. Stansfield. 

Dr. Stansfield. who is very well 
known throughout metallurgical cir- 
cles, both hero in Canada and in the 
United States, presented statistics be- 
fore the meeting concerning the condi- 
tions favorable to the operation of 
electric furnaces. He states that due 
to the superior product obtained, and 
to the economy of the operation, and 
•also to the great simplicity of the fur- 
nace, that this manufacture of high-

A meeting of the executive of th;

A letter from the secretary of the 
I.U.D.L. was read, explaining the 
proposed change in the constitution, 
by which the Pentagonal system is to 
be Introduced.

At this 
meeting the election of officers will 
take place, and a plan for running off 
the schedule will be submitted so that 
the work may be started at once.

This last 
named society is holding n meeting 
this morning, at which the question of 
inter-class debates will be discussed. 
It Is hoped that they will look with 
favor upon the proposal, for it is to 
them chiefly that the Lit. must look foi 
debaters of Intercollegiate calibre. All 
those who are in the slightest degree 
Interested in this enjoyable part of 
college nctlvity are asked to turn out, 
and, by their presence and sugges- 
tions, help the Lit. get a good start 
that, the season may be a complete suc- 
cess.

The Revival of the "Lit" 

It is gratifying to observe that the Literary and Debating So- 
— ciety is this year showing signs of a lively existence. The ex- 
r " ecutive has begun thus early to stir up interest by publicity and 
personal work— a fact that speaks significantly for a continued ac- 
• tivity throughout the year. 

The real life of the Society, however, is not by any means de- 
! pendent on its office bearers alone. It is essential that the whole 
\ undergraduate body assist in the work by their presence and in- 
j terest. The Society is not merely for a few Arts students, but for 
\ the men of all faculties for the whole University. In the last two 
years especially, the men even of the Arts Faculty have not sup- 
£ ported the Lit. with any degree of enthusiasm. The reason for this 
; - is not far to seek. Undergraduate life is a series of choices in class 
jj as in social activities. The average man therefore, who comes up 
to the University is tempted at once to interest himself in the more 
; ' spectacular forms of activity while he relegates to the background 
[I the more sedate though equally beneficial forms. The Lit., it 
. seems, is of this latter type. There is little superficial attraction 
% about the Society although beneath the surface there lies a vast 
' amount of profit and pleasure that the college men cannot afford to 
: \ miss. The chief of these is the practice in public speaking that the 
: \ Society affords. Without practice the best orators lose their vitali- 
ty while with it the most backward can progress far by persever- 
; . ance, on the highroad that leads to complete ability to express and 
the consequent self-confidence. 

What, after all, is the use of cramming the brain with facts if 
: the power of reproducing them in words and at will is non-existent. 
It is as if a fort were filled with ammunition while there were no 
guns available to use that which had been so hardly obtained. 
Thus the opportunity afforded by the Lit. comes or ought to come 
as a Godsend to the undergraduates of McGill whose chances for 
learning the art of public speaking are otherwise exceptionally 
meagre- 

The advantage, too, obtained by this ability to address is felt 
not only during college days, but later when business and profes- 
sional life calls for men to voice sentiments and express opinions. 
The longer this practice and training is put off the harder it is to 

! make the initial plunge. An appeal therefore comes to freshmen, 
to all undergraduates to come and avail themselves of the services 

: . of the Lit. Thus they will not only be doing their duty to them- 

\- selves but will also materially further the prestige of Old McGill 
in a branch of its activity which for some time dormant now hopes 
to rise again and take its place as one of the vital interests of col- 

» lege life.

Stansfield gives figures authenticated 
by a well-known authority:

Dr. Stansfield gave very Interesting 
accounts of his visits to numerous In- 
dustries in Sweden about a year ago. 
Several slides on these were present- 
ed during his lecture. 

The next gentleman to take the floor 
was Mr. Davy, of the Canadian Brake 
Shoe Co., of Sherbrooke. Mr. Davy 
gave a very lengthy and extremely In- 
teresting discussion on a commercial 
basis of the manufacture of electric 
steel as carried on by his company, 
who are at present doing munition 
work. Mr. Davy states that at present 
his company are running four 5.000-lb. 
and one 1-ton, 3-phase, electrical basic 
furnaces. Ho gives very minutely the 
conditions for ideal operation of elec- 
tric furnaces of the 3-phase type. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Davy's talk, 
Mr. McKenzlc, a member of the Gov- 
ernment commission for the Inspec- 
tion of Canada's iron ores and their 
smelting, described his visits to the 
plants of the Union Carbide Company, 
and more especially to the plant of the 
Electric Steel and Metals Co., hoth sit- 
uated at Wetland, Ont. Mr. McKenzlc 
states a very interesting fact in that, 
the very pure anthracite coal, which 
the Union Carbide Co. uses for the 
manufacture of its graphite electrodes, 
contains a great or percentage of ash 
than the finished product or the car- 
bonlixd coal. This is due to the sjli- 
cates of the coal volatilizing at the 
very high temperature used to carbon- 
ize the coal. 

Mr. Evans then gave a short speech, 
in which he showed himself to be ex- 
tremely optimistic regarding Canada's 
outlook in iron ores, especially mag- 
netite, which Is In abundance. 

Mr. Bristol described the manufac- 
ture of crucible steel. The floor was 
then open to n general discussion, 
after which the meeting adjoin ned to 
the basement of the Chemical Building, 
where a three-phase electrical fur- 
nace was In operation. 

This meeting of the Montreal Metal- 
lurgical Association was extremely 
well attended, aside fiom the fad that 
last night was Melba night.

Dr. Woodsworth is both forceful and 
interesting as a speaker, and his ad- 
dress to-night, backed up by first-hand 
knowledge or the requirements of so- 
cial leaders, should prove a good at- 
traction.

- subject which has caused some talk throughout the College. The 
: Stacks have been closed to the general ruck of the students owing 
': to the loss of books, which have been either stolen or carelessly 
: forgotten by students who do not appreciate the privileges which 

they enjoy. 

.' To a great many members of McGill, especially Arts Students, 
: the Library has ever represented a very important item in that 
I sum total of associations which go to make a cultivated graduate, 
i Desultory reading broadens the mind and prevents the specialist 
'- from being too bound to his or her own subject; it offers a field in 
•which the twigs of outside knowledge may grow and make the in- 
tellectual tree symmetrical. 

The majority too often have to suffer for the faults of the 
minority, and those pariahs who have lost the senior years one of 
their most valuable prerogatives deserve literally to be kicked. 

On the other side of the question the loss is of the books. For 
some years past the most valuable possessions of the library have 
been kept under lock and key. Two years ago a Freshman lost a 
new overcoat and hats and gloves disappeared so regularly as to 
necessitate the posting of a notice to beware of pickpockets. Such 
a series of petty and unseemly incidents in a University of McGill's 

- standing, is of a most unpleasant significance. It has disturbed 
and annoyed the authorities at the Library exceedingly, and as is 
seen has resulted in this deprivation of a long-standing privilege. 

Xot only will the new order of things be anything but an im- 
provement on the past, lint it will also entail an increased amount 
of work; for those who have given out the books. 

Thus we have two bad results of the selfish actions of a few 
Let us hope that the future may see the ban removed, and most im- 
portant of all, the reason which necessitated its being placed. 



Last evening the residents of Strath- 
cona Hall, in various degrees of dress 
and nakedness held a meeting for the 
election of a new House Committee.

Paris, France, Oct. 14. — The Jour- 
nal, commenting on the appointment 
of Sir Percy Scott to take command of 
Hip gunnery defenses of London, says:

Jim McCall. Sei. '15. writes the fol- 
lowing letter from ilie front. Jim was 
»a prominent i;ia>er on the Mcuill 
«enior football team last fall, besides 
taking part in numerous olhpr student 
activities. He enlisted in the second 
eignalllnig company, which recruited 
!in Ottawa last winter and is now at 
'the front: 

Belgium, Sept. 28, 1916, 

TDoar : 

All the old bunch are over in France 
bow, or, rather, in Belgium. All are 
still here except Dud Shrlmpton and 
,Fat MacDonald, who got transfers, 
! Fat to the 12th Reserve Battalion and 
Dud got a commission in the H. P. C. 
'Xucky dog ! 

The bunch in this section, Including 
Ross Lalng, Hutch, and Jack, are all 
O.K. We have now been in Fiance 
two weeks, and have seen quite a bit, 
having landed at Havre, and came on 
to here by stages of trains, foot, biv- 
ouac, foot and then some more. 

We are operating all lines between 
Battalion headquarters and trenches. 
'These are about one and a half to two 
.miles away from here, but we are likc- 
!ly to move more I think. They station 
;us in an old stable, with accommoda- 
.tion for Rleeping in the loft. It is 
O.K., being brick and cement and brick 
(celling and tiled roof. The English 
company left It in O.K. condition, and 
'there have not been any cases of in- 
Bectitis yet. 

I was all through the trenches one 
>day. They are great, and furnished up 
t very finely, vrith sand bags, etc. The 
•German trenches vary from 35 to 350 
Wds away on this front. I have not 
teeen a live German yet, except a few 
forking in the dock at Havre. They 
yrere prisoners, of course. 

The officers are all here, and Mr. 
iLawson was made a captain Just be- 
Jore we left England. I didn't sec the 
iiiew bunch before we left, although 
3they had arrived. Hebert. was pretty 
»ore at being left behind. 
; The fighting about here has been 
'ipretty quiet all summer, but may liven 
,-up soon, as there seems to be ad- 
Tances being made, along the whole 
■line. The French arc doing good work 
And rumors are they are bucking Up. 
i]We will be on the move soon, I hope, 
and also hope we see some real fight

The Colt machine gun that was some 
time ago donated to the Fourth Over- 
seas Universities Company, arrives to- 
day. The name of the donor has not 
as yet been officially announced, but 
this w ill most likely lie published upon 
the advent of the gun. Instruction in 
the mechanism of this will begin al- 
most immediately, and all men in the 
company will be given lectures and 
practical instruction on It, while no 
particular machine gun section will be 
formed, as has been the custom in 
some units, so that every man will be 
able, IT the opportunity presents itself, 
to perform the O'Leary act. 

At present bayonet fighting has been 
taken up very earnestly by the com- 
pany under the guidance of Lieut. 
Ramsay Traquair. of the 5th Royal 
Highlanders, who is at present en- 
gaged in initiating twelve, men of the 
company in the art of instruction in 
this all-important branch of trench 
warfare. Lieut. Traquair is giving 
these men schooling in the whole 
theory and practice of the new bayonet 
work as adopted quite recently for the 
instruction of Kitchener's new army, 
and as also used by those troops now 
al the Yalcartier camp. 
, Mr. Traquair, who for the past sum- 
mer has been instructing troops of 
many battalions, states that he will 
give all branches of bayonet fighting, 
and particularly trench attack, which 
is somewhat hindered by lack of 
trenches in which to practise, for those 
behind the Stadium are hardly at pres- 
ent suited to his purpose owing to the 
barbed-wire entanglements that at 
present protect these trenches. Yes- 
terday morning the Universities men 
took part In a route march. They at 
first had extended order and attack 
drill on Pitcher's Field, but afterwards 
continued to Oulremont. Here they 
partook in manoeuvres on the Outre- 
mont Golf Links. 

In the afternoon the men were split 
up into different sections which were 
assigned to different work. The new 
men did recruit drills; some old mem- 
bers of the company did company 
drill, while besides the detachment 
that were taking instruction in bay- 
onet-fighting a body of men went down 
to the C.P.R, ranges. 

Yesterday the company signed on 
nine recruits, as follows: H. P. Rocke, 
II. R. Shearer. A. J. Knowling, O. C. 
Fisher, G. Lindsay. A. M. Allan, K. R. 
Dawson, C Crawford and N. D. Dingle. 

Among the casualty list for com- 
pany this week may be seen the name 
of Corp. Cote, who was one of the first 
men enlisted with the unit, and up to 
the time when he was taken III one of 
the most ardent workers in the office 
of the Fourth Company. He is now 
unhappily confined to his bed In the 
hospital with a severe attack of bron- 
critis and laryngitis. 

Some Llngnkt. 
The Universities Company now num- 
ber among their recruits a linguist of 
no mean ability. This man Is Private 
K. W. Nyson, a relation of the cele- 
brated war correspondent, F. A. Mac- 
Konzle. Amongst the seven languages 
that he is accomplished in are English, 
French, German, Russian, Chinese, 
Swedish and Italian, so that the 
Fourth Universities Company need 
have no fear of ever wanting for an 
Interpreter.

The Toronto University Base Hospi- 
tal, which was fully equipped last 
spring, and which up to the present 
time has been without a base, has at 
last received its appointment.
